OVE MAKES A CONFESSION 


Crowd Hangs Prisoner, Who Owns Up 
and Captures Twe More, 


WHO ARE IMMEDIATELY RIDDLED 


Farly County Outrage Arouses the 
People, Who Pursue the Negroes 
Until Three of Them Are 
Put to Death—The 
Chase Goes On. 


Bainbridge, Ga., July 2.—(Snectial.)— 


Three negroes were lynched in Early 


county this morning by a mob. The first 
one put to death was named Louis Sam- 


min. He was captured near Brinaen and 


brought to Saffold this morning about 


4 o'clock. He was taken before Mr. and 
Mrs. Ogletree, who identified him as one 
of the party who robbed the man and 
assaulted the woman. 

The negro was carried a short distance 
from the house of the Ogletrees and 
strung up to a limb. 

Before dying he confessed to the deed 
and gave the names of the negroes as- 
sisting in the devilish work. Said there 
were eight negroes in the gang and that

they came from Augusta, Ga. also 
said that two of the party were only a 
short distance from where he stood. 

The mob divided, one portion swinging 
up Sammin and the other portion going 
after the other two negroes, who were 
overtaken and shot. 

How Sammin Was Captured. 

On Saturday night Sammin appeared 
at the cabin of an old negro near Brin- 
son and asked for lodging. The old man 
suspected that the wayfarer was one of 
the assailants of the Ogletrees and gave 
his consent for the stranger to remain 
awhile. The old darky then went to 
Brinson and informed the officers of the 
strange negro’s preséhce in his house. A 
posse was soon organized and in a short 
time Sammin was a captive. Posses are 
chasing five more of the gang and when 
they are overtaken they will surely be 
lynched. 

Think They Were Escapes. 

Augusta, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—While 
no positive information has been secured 
it is thought here that the six negroec 
mentioned in Bainbridge dispatches are 
those who escaped from the county jail 
here on June 7th. They had all been 
convicted at the superior term, and were 


awaiting transportation to their various 


places of punishment when by the aid 
of a nail, spoon handle and a piece of 
wood they dislodged enough brick to 
admit their bodies through the wall. They 
were next heard from at Lulaville, some 
seven miles west of Augusta.

Insurgents Want Complete Indepen- 
dence from the Spanish 
Priesthood.

Manila, July 23, 6:15 p. m.—A Filipino 
priest named Gregorie Agripay, with the 
insurgents, is trying to lead a movement 
for the independence of the church in 
the Philippines from the Spanish priest- 
hood. He has issued a proclamatioa de- 
claring himself the vicar general of al! 
the I‘ipino priests in the districts out- 
side of American control on the island 
of Luzon, and is ftnciting the priests to 
disobey the regulations of the church 
and brotherhoods. The archbishop of 
the district has issued a bull excommuni- 
cating Ax«ripay, and this action has in- 
creased the feeling between the [Fillpincs 
and the church. The archbishop threat- 
ened to excommunicate the owners of 
Spanish papers publishing announce- 
ments of Protestant and Masonic meet- 
ings, whereupon an American paper 
warned him that he might be bundled cut 
uf the island like’ any other disturber of 
the peace if he should incite religious 
animosities. 

The Dominican friars have begun the 
publication of a newspaper under the 
title of Tne Libertas, for the pirpose of 
defending the brotherhoud.

FRIENDS TO BUILD MONUMENT. 


Peorians Hold Memorial Services to 
Memory of Ingersoll. 

Peoria, Ill., July 23.—Memorital services 
to the memory of the late Colonel Robert 
G. Ingersoll, who was for many vears 
a prominent resident of Peoria, were held 
in the tabernacle here this afternoon. 

Over 500 of the dead orator's old-time 
friends were in attendance, quite a num- 
ber being members of his old regiment, 
the Eleventh Illinois cavalry, of which 
he was colonel, from out of the city. 

Addresses were delivered by about twen- 
ty of his old associates, neighbors, com- 
rades and friends, and lengthy resolu- 
tions, lauding his works for charity and 
his coutage in upholding his belief con- 
cerning freedom of thought and speech 
of all questions and extending sympathy 
to his bereaved family, were adopted by 
a rising vote. A movement toward the

THE KANSANS FOUND NO GOLD. 


Men Went to Klondike with Money, 
but Are Now Dead Broke. 

Fort Scott, Kas., July 23.—The mem- 
bers of the Sunflower Mining Company, 
left this place for Alaska eighteen 
months ago, sailing in their own steam- 
er from San Francisce, are stranded 
at St. Michaels on their way home. 

The company started with plenty of 
money and provisions and for two years 
they spent the winters on the Koyukuk 
river, 2,300 miles above St. Michaels and 
400 miles above the farthest point they 
could reach by boat. 

The first news from them for many 
months was received today, and it tells 
of suffering and hardships. All their 
money was spent in prospecting, but no 
gold was found. There were from one to 
three deaths in all the companies In that 
region. Two men became helpless from 
scurvy. The doctor said only vegetable 
food would save them and two companions 
went one hundred and ten miles for po- 
tatoes,

CAMBLING IN 
HAVANA MUST 
BE STOPPED 


Old Spanish Law Was Sufftcient, 
but Rich Gifts Prevented 
Its. Enforcement 


PROPRIETORS WERE LIBERAL 


Hospitals and Chagtable Institullons 
Were Given Large Revenues 
from the Games, 


POLICE WILL NOW RAID THE PLACES 


Judges Have Been in the Habit 
of Releasing Gamblers After 
They Were Caught and Re- 
turning Outfits to 
the Owners. 


Havana, July 23.—The commission of 
prominent Cuban lawyers appointed by 
General TLudliow to decide upon and fe- 
port as to the hest methods to he adopted 
for checking public gambling, recently 
made a complete report, which was refer- 
red to Mayor La Coste. 

It seems that the old Spanish law was 
perfectly able to cope with the entire mat- 
ter. but that {it wae rarely enforced, ow- 
ing to the largwe revenue received by the 
government for hospitals and other charti- 
table institutions from the proprietors of 
gambling establishments. Oecasionally 
the governors would enforce the law and 
gambling would for a few months, 
only to break out again and be carried on 
with more freedom than before. The com. 
mittee recognizes the fact that gambling 
has now assumed proportions which ft ts 
desirable to check and sets forth In its 
report that the Spagish law only requires 
the co-operation of police to bring 
about the desired reform, but General 
Ludlow, the militarv governor. fneists 
that the fault is not with the police, who, 
on several occasions, have made arrests 
and seized gambling outfits, onlv to have 
the jndgres auvash the proceedings and re- 
turn the outfits to their owners. The com- 
mittee suggvests police interference, par- 
ticularly with a certain class of clits, so- 
called, which are mere gambling. hells and 
are frequented hy many persons. Tt does 
not consider, however, that it would he 
advisable to interfere with the legitimate 
clubs, where whist and other games are 
Played n&rely as a pastime, but onlv with 
those which are run as gambling hells and 
for the profit only of professional gam- 
blers. 

General Ludlow referred the report to 
Senor La Coste, who is enthusiastic in his 
desire to suppress the evil, believing that 
it has a had effect upon the morals of the 
citizens. The mavor declares that the will 
exercise to the full the powers vested in 
him. Consequently, it is expected that 
many arrests will shortly be made, not 
only of the native gamblers, but of others 
who are tn the field with the sole object of 
fleecing Americans. 

Many gamblers with unsavory records 
are in the city, among them being Ameri- 
cans, Mexicans and men of othee nation- 
alities. If the judges do their duty. it ts 
expected that the city will shortly be 
purified. 

William Willard Howard, general man. 
ager of the Cuban industrial relief fund, 
speaks hopefully of the work being done 
at the two relief farms at Cleba Mocha, 
twelve miles west of Matanzas, where the 
managers have more applications for em- 
ployment than they have funds enough to 
provide. Mr. Howard says that crowds of 
destitute persons come to the farm at 
daylight and beg for a day’s work. None 
of them beg for food and never ask for 
it without expressing a desire to pay for 
it by working. Mr. Howard also says that 
numerous small farmers in the neighbor- 
hood are anxious to obtain loans for the 
purchase of animals and implements with 
which to resume the cultivation of their 
fields, offering to pay for such loans at the 
rate of 12 per cent. According to Mg. 
Howard, many who applied to General 
Wilson for assistance have been referred 
to him. General Wilson is a great friend 
and helper of the fund and is strongly in 
favor of aiding with cattle and agricul- 
tural implements the small farmers. In 
fact, it was at his instigation that Gov- 
ernor General Brooke recently called a 
meeting of all the governors of the proy- 
inces to take action in the matter. All 
except General Wilson objected to the 
plan proposed, beileving that it savored 
too much of paternalism. 

Mr. Howard asserts that near the large 
‘ities there is little progress being made 
in the cultivation of the land, but that 
further in the country the evidences of 
the devastation wrought by General] Wey- 
ler plain as ever, thus showing 
that there has been no change since 
April, when the correspondent of the 
Associated Press crossed the island from 
Santiago, on horseback. The difficulty Is, 
Mr. Howard says, a lack of funds. The 
smal! farmers have mot been helped ex- 
cept by the issues of army rations. The 
society desires to increase its funds in 
order that it may enlarge its, sphere of 
usefulness. 

An organization is being formed by 
some of the Spanish residents here with 
a view of securing American citizenship. 
The originators of the movement claim 
that in this way their property and \in- 
terests will secure protection. Many 
Spaniards are willing to pay $500 each to 
become citizens of the United States. 

American banking methods are becom- 
ing extremely popular with the mer- 
chants of Havana, there now being on 
deposit with the North American Trust 
Company fiscal agents of the United 
States in Cuba, over $4,900,000, exclusive 
of the government funds.

FACTIONS SURE TO CLASH 


PEACEABLE CITIZENS HUR®IED- 
LY LEAVING KENTUCKY. 


Philpotses Have Half Hundred Arm- 
ed Men Ready To Meet the 
Griffin Forces. 


London, Ky., July 23.—The gravity of 
the situation at Manchester, Ky., and 
generally throughout Clay county cannot 
be overestimated. Many non-combatants 
have left thelr homes, abandoning their 
crops, and as many others as can will 
leave soon. Even here in London the 
insecurity is felt to such an extent that 
some families are leaving. 

An outbreak is egpected for tomorrow, 
the day set for the trial of Todd Phil- 
pots, accused of killing Aaron Mortis and 
others. Both parties are mustering arm- 
ed forces for marching into Manchester 
tomorrow morning. The Philpotses have 
fifty-two armed horsemen and no one 
knows how many footmen. The Morris 
and Griffin faction also have a large 
force. The Philpotses say the latter in- 
cludes the White-Howard faction. On 
the other hand, the Morris faction say 
that the Bakers have made common 
cause with the Philpotses. Borh sides 
will march fully armed into Manchester, 
arriving at 9 o'clock tomorrow marning, 
to attend the trial. 

It is stated that Deputy Sheriff Davis 
Chadwel!, of the White-Howard faction, 
has openly espoused the cause of the 
Griffins. It is hard to conceive how, wun- 
der these circumstances, a conflict can 
be avoided tomorrow.

IT GROWS BETTER WITH AGE. 


Otis Amends Original Message, Mak- 
ing Victory Greater. 

Washington, July 23.—The war depart- 
ment today received from General Otis 
another dispat # giving additional par- 
‘ticulars of the fight between Captain B. 
A. Byrne, with seventy men of the Sixth 
infantry, and robber bands in the island 
of Negros. 

It shuws that the victory of the saldiers 
was greiter than that reported in Gen- 
eral Otis’s dispatch of July 2ist and that 
the less suffered by the robbers was con- 
siderably larger than before stated. 

Much satisfaction is felt by General 
Otis over the results of this preliminary 
effort in dealing with this disturbing ele- 
ment in the island and he reports it al- 
ready as having a salutary effect on 
other bands infesting the locality. 


TRANSPORTS TO CARRY HORSES 


Fleet of Sixteen Vessels Has Been 


Chartered by Government. 

Chicago, Ill., July 23.—War department 
orders were received at Fort Sheridan 
today to place L troop, Third cavalry, 
in immediate readiness for active serevice 
in the Philippines. The same dispatch 
announces the administration's purpose 
to use cavalry more freely in the fall 
campaign. 

Majorw James B. Ayleshire, who pur- 
chased the government cavalry horses 
for the Spanish-American was, has in- 
structions to buy 3,000 animals. He will 
look to the Chicago market first; and 
then. it is said, a selection will be made 
of Texas ponies calculated to endure the 
tropical climate. 

The drove will be shipped to Seattle 
and embarked on a fleet of sixteen trans- 
ports, which will sail for Manila via the 
Aleutian islands, Alaska, and Nagasaki, 
Japan. The idea of the roundabout trip 
is to give the horses intervals of rest. 
Troop commanders at Fort Sheridan 
state that the chosen route solves the 
problem of a successful transit of horses 
to the eastern hemisphere.

It {fs stated openly that peti- 
tions are being circulated anu being freely 
signed in Birmingham, where it has been 
said he has lost ground, asking him to 
allow his name to be used again, because 
he has begun reform movements which 
can be successfully carried out only by 
himself. It is further stated that these 
petitions are also being circulated in 
other parts of .the state, and before long 
there will be enough names on them to 
give to him a reasonable opinion as to 
the wishes of the people.

Senator Morgan will also evade, it is 
helleved, anv direct talk bearing on many 
things political As he was quoted last 
week, Senator Morgan still says that he 
has received no postive information that 
he is to have opposition in his “own party, 
and therefore he is not in a position to 
eriticise any one. He ts ready, though, 
to defend his position whenever it is at, 
tacked, 

Governor Johnston has 
to say what he intends doing in 
ture Many efforts have been made to 
get him to say what he has in store for 
the politicians, though manv of nis f*ierds 
have given it out ‘that he wiil ran for the 
senate, and that he will run for the gov- 
ernorship again. When the wovernor ts 
approached and told that his friends are 
saying that he will te e candidate for 
the senateship and for the third term as 
governor, he replies that often his name 
has been used ‘withoat authority, and he 
neither denies ior allirms the story. 


As to Governorship. 


Friends of the woveraor in Rin.ing- 
ham assert that he can he elected tv the 
governorship again. While he mirht find 
strong »pposition in parts of north Ala- 
bama he could beat the candidates who 
have already announced, viz, Messrs. 
Stallings and Waller and White. Cnee 
in the executive chair again, le cculd 
soon control enouxh votes when the s¢n- 
atorship election Yomes around te get a 
majority. So it is argued tha: he wruld 
be rather foolish to give out Intenturs at 
this early date as to what h? tinterds 
doing in the future, and thereby keep 
off some hard work which weu'ld be re- 
sorted by Morgan et al. The friends of 
Governor Johnston in Birmingham, and 
there are quite a number of them, openly 
state that he is in perfect control of af- 
fairs. even without the solid friendship of 
State Chairman Robert Lowe, of this 
city. They state that he has not ovcr- 
ridden the party as is charged against 
him. and that his fight for the repeal of 
the law calling a constitutional conven- 
tion made him a stronger man rather 
than weakening him. Men who have come 
into this state to study the question, af- 
ter makine a Httle investigation, have 
to admit that the governor is a bright 
polttician, and that he is gaining friends 
daily. His latest statements as to the 
state’s delegation to the national convcn- 
tion for Bryan for the presidential nom- 
ination is not a new one, but its reitera- 
tion has made him friends, 

So when Governor Johnston and Sena- 
tor Morgan appear here Tuesday after- 
noon to speak from the same platform 
there is promise of being gathered In the 
city the largest crowd of politicians that 
has been here in some time. Congress- 
man John H. Bankhead, of the sixth dis- 
trict. who has been intimated as a possi- 
ble candidate against Senator Morgan, 
spent several days in Birmingham dur- 
ing the week just passed, and he has 
been viewing the grounds with an eye full 
of intent. It is said that for years he has 
had his eye on Senator Morgan’s seat, 
but before he can get it he will haye to 
overcome Governor Johnston. Bankhead

The finest thing in the de- 
termination of our duties consequent upon 
the late war with Spain, except the re- 
splendent declaration concerning Cuba, is 
this voluntary restitution to Spain by the 
United States of the $20,000,000 invested for 
the Filipinos in their island by Spain in 
the form of substantial benefits for the 
people there. 

In many quarters the idea is growling 
that we didn’t buy the Philippines, and, 
in point of fact, it is now generally 
believed that they have never actually 
come into our possession, 

Our gallant sailors and soidiers have 
done everything that could be done by 
a smal] force, hampered by the most 
unfavorable conditions, but as yet they 
have accomptished very little in the 
way of licking thé I ilipinos. 

The odds against us are tremendous. 
We are fighting the climate, the bu- 
bonic plague, the treacherous swamps 
and the savage natives of the thou- 
sand islands which are now nominally 
under our flag. 

Under the circumstances, it may be 
comforting to economical citizens to 
learn that our government did not pur- 
chase the Philippines, but the fact re- 
mains that we are out of pocket $20,- 
000,000, just the same. In the course 
of time, when the American people get 
their blood up, they will subdue these 
islands and restore order, but just now 
the situation presents many unpleas- 
ant features. 

It is evident that some northern 
manufacturers and leaders who deal in 
army supplies are very willing to see 
a prolonged war in the Philippines, 
and they will doubtless do everything 
in their power to continue our present 
policy of sending over smal] detach- 
ments of soldiers to be slaughtered by 
the enemy or destroyed by the plague. 
If we are fn earnest about seizing, hold- 
ing and profiting by these new posses- 
sions it would be wiser and cheaper to 
organize a force strong enough to con- 
quer and occupy them in the course of 
a sharp, short and decisive campaign 
of not more than ninety days. 

To trifle with such a situation will 
inevitably pile up a war bill big enough

When a man has manifested, 
beyond doubt, an aptitude for a special 
line of work and a superiority over all 
Others ‘in that direction, there is no 
reason why prejudice or precedent 
should prevent the president or those 
in authority from availing themselves 
of his services for the good of the 
country. Their doing so is only a tacit 
admission that the man for the place 
cannot be found in the regular army. 
If this be true, the officers who are 
involuntarily ignored should have 
enough respect for themselveg and pa- 
triotism for their country to be un- 
selfish in the matter. It is doubtless 
difficult to endure the spectacle of an- 
other securing a much coveted prize, 
but no less so is the acknolwedgment 
which every man makes to himself 
every day that he has superiors in cer- 
tain flelds or accomplishments. 

It should be the duty of the press 
and the public to discourage all petty 
and damaging rivalry between these 
two factions. It creates discord at 
home and produces a false and danger-

The average peace strength of the im- 
perial army of Germany is 479,229 men, 
exclusive of volunteer officers and sur- 
geons, paymasters and other non-com- 
batants. Last year the pension payments 
of Germany, which are the largest of 
any European country, were as follows: 
Prussia, 44,900,900 marks; Saxony, 3,363,000 
marks; Wurtemburg, 2,368,000 marks: Ba- 
varia, 6,462,000 marks, making a total of 
57,093,900 marks, or $15,599,348.20. 

Germany’s appropriation for naval pen- 
sions last year was only 13,692 marks, or 
$3,159. 

The pension system of France is very 
different from that in vogue in this coun- 
try. All employees of the government re- 
ceive pensions, which are paid from a 
fund derived from deductions made from 
the annual salaries of the employees. 
The same principles apply to the army, 
where a 5 per cent deduction is made 
from the salary of the army officers for 
the benefit of the retired list. The non- 
commissioned officers are pald a small 
pension after fifteen years’ service, while 
the privates are not pensioned! except 
where wounds have been received in act- 
ual service, in which case the govern- 
ment makes specific appropriations for 
pensions, 

Direct appropriations are made by the 
British government for the payment of 
pensions for its goldiers and sailors, but 
the amount ts go insignificant that no 
comparison can be made with the pension 
appropriations of this country. The esti- 
mated payments for the fiscal year 1899 
are as follows: Retired half-pay offi- 
cers, etc., £1,567,800; pensions for officers 
who have received wounds, etc., £1,335,- 
600; for the superannuated, etc., £177,300; 
making a total of —3,080,700, or in round 
numbers, $15,408,500. 

The estimated appropriations for the 
support of the British army, which num- 
bers 163,569 men of all -rank, In time of 
peace, for this year, including the pen- 
sions, is more than $50,000,000 less than the 
pension payments of the United States 
for last year, the amount being £19,220,- 
OW), or $96,102,000 in round numb:§@s., 

The pension system of this country, 
which has grown to such enormous pro- 
portions, commenced in 1776, when the 
continental congress resolved that al) offi- 
cers who should continue in the service 
until the end of the war should recelve 
half pay for seven years after peace was 
established. In 1780 the provisions of this 
law were extended to the widows and 
orphans of those who died in the service. 
The half pay for seven years was extend- 
ed to half pay for life, and subsequently 
commuted to full pay for five years. Pen- 
sions were granted under this iaw 
amounting to $00,100 per annum, and in- 
creased until 1791, when they reached the 
then enormous sum of $170,813.8. Between 
1806 and 1818 a principle was established 
by which all persons, whether officers or 
privates, who had been disabled in the 
course of military service should be pro- 
vided for at the public expense. From 
1791 to 1807 there was a gradual decrease 
until the pension expenditures amounted 
to only $70,500. Under various legisla- 
tive enactments the pension roll increased 


from 1791 to 1876, a period of eighty-six 
years, the ‘total pension paymen's 
amounted to cnly $339,376,536.29, or about 
$43,000,000 less than the annual pension 
appropriations for the past three years. 
From 1876 to June 30, 1899, inclusive, the 
payments have amounted to §2,125,000,- 
676.62. 
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EMPEROR’S NEW STABLES. 


Buildings in Berlin That Will Cost 
Nearly $2,000,000. 


From The London Standard. 

The removal and enlargement of the 
Emperor's Berlin stables, which are op- 
posite the old palace, at the corner of 
Breite strasse and the Schlossplatz, will 
cost from 7,000,000 to 8,000,000 marks. Ac- 
cording to the plan of the architect, Herr 
Geheimrath Ihne, the front facing the 
Spree will be 200 yards in length. The 
emperor requires, among other things, 
two riding grounds, several coach houses 
for about three hundred carriages, and 
stalls for 270 horses. Several workyards 
and farmyards are olso needed, as well as 
dwellings for fifty families and eighty un- 
martied servants and coachmen. The 
chief facade, opposite the Schloss, requir- 
ed reconstruction on a large scale, and 
this was rendered very difficult by the 
different character of the rooms looking 
onto the Schlossplatz, some of which are 
quite insignificant. The architect has, 
however, been fortunate in his design, hav- 
ing arranged the chief room of the upper 
floor (the large cartiage room with its 
costly historical and modern sleighs and 
coaches), as a statereom, and thereby giv- 
ing it the appearance from the outside of 
a museum. 

Passing under the lofty doorway, one 
enters the front court, which is covered 
in by a glass coof, which in summer is re- 
moved to prevent excessive heat. South- 
ward extends a broad wing, with coach 
houses and dwellings in the upper portion. 
Eastward one sees the stables, built in two 
stories, one over the other, each calcu- 
lated to thold 134 horses. Lifts, saddle 
rooms, flights of stairs, cleaning rooms 
and sefvants’ rooms are provided there, 
or are found in the intermediate story. 
The great catriage hall in the Schloss- 
platz is an enormous room, stretching 
over two stories, and ‘provided above with 
along gallery. The walls are connected 
by double rows of colQmns, and are decor- 
ated with tendril and shell work. The 
ceiling is more richly treated, and its 
strong, plastic decoration is in harmony 
with the great height. Behind the above- 
mentioned cross Luilding all the work is 
in progress, as was ascertained by a visit 
paid by the Architect Club, which afforded 
an idea of the extent of the grounds. 

On the Spree about half of the facade 
fronting the water is finished, but the 
wings stretch still further southward, so 
that they will eventually pass far beyond 
the front of the Schloss. In the second 
court will be two riding grounds of ex- 
actly the same size, situated over an enor- 
mous carriage house, separated by double 
walls. The works upon the new Duilding, 
for which pieces of ground were lately ac- 
quired south of the older grounds, will re- 
quire about three years to complete.

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MANLY TAKES UP THE FICHT 
~ACAINST ALLEGED TURF 


EACHANGES 


Orders Cases Made Against W, R, Cannon, Emest Looney 
and J, F, Lynch,

Wark of Betectlve Captaln Does Not 
Seem Satisfactory to Chlef, 


HISTORY OF TURF EXCHANGE CASES 


Detective Captain Ordered the Places 
Closed—It Was Thought Matter 
Was Settled—What City 
Law Is on Betting on 
Horse Races. 


The fight by the police authorities 
against the alleged turf exchanges in the 
city has at last culminated in three per- 
sons being served with papers to appear 
in the recorder’s court as defendants, 

The men against whom cases have been 
made are: William R. Cannon, James F. 
Lynch and Ernest Looney. 

The are set for trial Tuesday 
morning next at 8:30 o'clock, and the in- 
vestigation promises to be one of the 


causes 


most interesting affairs of the kind that 
has ever come up before the police court 
judge. 

It was only last week that Captain of 
Detectives Bradley Slaughter reported 
that he had had the alleged turf ex- 
changes watched and had warned the 
proprietors to close their doors. Then it 
was stated that the exchanges at once 
closed thelr doors. 

Now comes the action of the chief of 
police, who ordered the three cases made 
against Cannon, Looney and Lynch, and 
it seems from this that the chief was not 
exactly sati@fied with the action of Cap- 
tain Slaughter or with the results of that 
action, and he appears as the chief pros- 
ecutor against the exchange men. 

The chief says that he does not believe 
the exchange men have stopped receiving 
bets on horse races; and then adds: “‘But 
whether they have stopped cr not, I have 
a good case against them.”’ 

It may be that Chief Manly did not Iike 
Captain Slaughter securing enough evi- 
dence to order the places closed and then 
not making any cases for a violation of 
the law; or it may be, as the chief him- 
self suggests, the exchanges are ‘“‘still 
open for business.” 

Fight Is Now on in Earnest. 

Be the differences between the chief 
and the detective captain whatithey may, 
the fact stands that the fight between the 
alleged turf exchanges and the police 
is now on in earnest. 

Some while ago William R. Cannon 
opened a turf exchange near Piedmont 
park, just outside police jurisdiction, and 
as there is no state law against selling 
pools on horse races, he was free from 
molestation by any officers. 

This was followed by certain places in 
the city giving points on the races upon 
a blackboard arranged for the purpose. 
There were originally three of these 
places, end it was charged that at all of 
them money was received as bets on the 
horse races and forwarded to Cannon’s 
turf exchange at the park. 

A case was made against Harry Spill- 
man, a saloon man, and it was shown 
that he had a blackboard to give the 
news of the races, but he had dispensed 
With the bet-receiving feature. Upon this 
showing the recorder dismissed the case. 

Matter Was Not Satisfactory. 

The police authorities did not seem sat- 
isfied with the way the matter stood and 
the city detectives were instructed to 
keep their eyes open for any places in 
the city where betting on horse races was 
permitted. 

It was reported that there were two 
places, one at No. 14 North Forsyth 
street, and the other fn the rear of the 
Globe saloon, on South Broad street. At 
these places it was said that the money 
left for bets was forwarded to the Can- 
non’s turf exchange by bicycle messen- 
gers. 

Last week Captain Slaughter notified 
these places to close up, and also notified 
the bicycle messenger service not to car- 
ry any more such money outside the city. 

Captain Slaughter stated that the places 
had been closed and that the city would 
hereafter be free, he thought, from turf 
exchanges. 

It was believed that the matter was 
settled to the entire satisfaction of the 
Dolice. 

Baturday came the order from Chief 
Manly ordering cases made against 
Lynch, Cannon and Looney. 

“I don’t think the turf exchanges have 
closed their doors,’ said the chief last 
night, “and, anyway, I have enough evi-

What the City Law Is. 

The city ordinance under which the 
three cases were made and upon which 
the defendants wil] be arralgned Tuesday 
morning, is as follows: 

Section 1247. Any person running a 
turf exchange or selling pools of any 
kind in the city after the expiration 
of all licenses heretofore granted shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and on 
conviction before the recorder shall 
be subject to a fine not exceeding $500 
or sentenced to the city chaingang 
for a period not exceeding thirty 
days, one or both, in the discretion of 
the recorder. 

This ordinance was passed by the city 
council on March 20, 1891, and the section 
preceding prohibits the issuance of any 
more turf exchange licenses. 

It is understood that the defendants 
will plead not guilty and will introduce 
evidence for the purpose of showing that 
they never took any bets and never kept 
any books or, %n fact, conducted ‘a busi- 
ness anything like a turf exchange with- 
in the eity limits.

Franchise Fight Will Begin in Earnest 
Tomorrow. 
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THE COMMITTEE WILL MEET 


Will Hold Two Sessions a Day Until 
Report Is Framed.

Council Does Not Meet for Two 
Weeks—Street Car Hearings May 
Bring Lively Developments. 


Although the city coune!l does not meet 
in regular session until today two weeks, 
this will be one of the liveliest weeks ever 
known in the city hall. This is not the 
regular time for committee meetings, but 
the franchise fights comes up tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock, and the controver- 
sy is likely to possess all the merits of a 
genuine contest. 

Chairman Burns, of tho electric rail- 
way committee, will convene his commit- 
tee for the purpose of settling the street 
railway matter, and from present indica- 
tions jt will take fully a week to complete 
the job. There are innumerable applica- 
tions for franchises before the committee, 
and there will be a fight between the Col- 
lins Park and Belt Line and the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company to prevent 
the former paralleling or condemning the 
latter’s lines. 

The fight promises to be similar to the 
one between the old Consolidated and At- 
lanta Railway Company, when the latter 
attempted to condemn the former's tracks 
oh Mitchell street. It will be remember- 
ed that there was a hard contest before 
the council, in the United States court 
and in the superior court, the Atlanta 
railway. winning. These two roads have 
now combined interests, it is claimed, and 
are being opposed by another gigantic 
corporation which proposes to bulld a 
system almost as big as the present one. 

The question of giving away valuable 
franchises is a most important one, and 
the electric railway committee will take 
advantage of the long’ time before 
the council meeting to formulate its re- 
port. The Collins Park line desires to 
parallel and condemn the lines of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company in 
many places, and the attorneys for the 
Atlanta railway have announced they are 
xoing to oppose any such procedure to 
the end. It is probable, therefore, after 
council has done with the matter, it will 
take some time to settle it in the courts, 
unless a compromise is agreed on before 
It gets there, 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany has another hard fight on its hande 
In the injunction suit against consolida- 
tion with the old Atlanta ratlway 
brought by the state at the instance of 
Richardson street citizens. The hearing 
will occur before Judge Candler August 
2d, but it is probable Commissioner Par- 
ry will be called on by the defense to 
take more testimony before that date. 
One of the attorneys for the defense 
stated yesterday afternoon it had not 
been decided when more evidence was to 
be taken, but it is probable it willl be 
in the next few days. 


KNOTT’S ATTORNEY WRITES,

She secured a pistol, and with the 
weapon held the brute at bay. As he 
backed away she fired a shot and he ne- 
gro staggered, as if shot, and then turned 
and fled. 

The news of the affair was bronght to 
the city at a late hour in the night Ly a 
street car conductor, who had been given 
a description of the negro and asked to 
inform the Atlanta police. 

The name of the woman was not given, 
and on account of the lateness of the hour, 
and not being able to secure communica- 
tion with Decatur, the police could not 
obtain the woman’s name or the exact 
location of her residence. 

Patrolman Adams received the Informa- 
tion, and he sent a description of the ne- 
gro to the police barracks. 

The negro is said to be young and is 
black. He wore a black coat and blue 
trousers. 

In her struggle with the negro the 
woman tore off a portion of his white 
shirt, and the negro was wearing the torn 
shirt when last seen running toward At- 
lanta, 

From what the street car man told 
the officer the lady was at home alone 
and the negro must have been watching 
the residence and saw that the other 
members of her family had gone out to 
spend the evening. He went togthe front 
door and when she opened it at his sum- 
mons he sprang upon her. She fought him 
like a tigress and as ghe snatched aloose 
she held a piece of his shirt in her hand. 

She ran back into a room and picked 
up a pistol. 

As the negro attempted to follow her 
she pointed the pistol at his head. The 
negro backed toward the door and when 
he reached the porch she fired one shbt 
at him. 

She thinks she hit him, judging from 
the way he staggered and reeled. 

Parties gathered at the scene and a 
search was made for the negro. It was 
learned that a negro answering his de- 
scription was seen running toward At- 
lanta. 

The police were notified to look out for 
the negro and they may catch him today. 

If the brute had been captured last 
night he would certainly have been 
lynched.

Arrest: of George Wallace, Who Brought 
a Young Woman fo Atlanta. 


THEY EACH TELL A STORY 


Rena Mischew, a Green Country Girl, 
Is in Deep Trouble. 


MAN SEEKS TO LAY ALL BLAME ON HER 


The Couple Came from Albany Sat- 
urday Night—The Story the 
Woman Tells. 


George Wallace, a young farmer from 
Lee county, occupies a cell at the police 
while in another cell upstairs 
a young girl is weeping wildly and be- 
moaning the fate of a betrayed woman. 

The story is a strange one and is not 
without {ts pathos. The girl tells of a 
false and faithless lover; the man seeks 
to blacken the woman’s character to 
shield himself. 

Yesterday morning Patrolman Rowan 
found the girl in a house of questionable 
character, where the girl says the man 
placed her without her consent or knowl- 
edge of the surroundings, and where tre 
man claims the woman was willing to 
g0. 

Rut the tears of the woman, the blood- 
shot eyes, red with a night of weeping, 
and the sobs that seemed to almost b'eak 
what there was left of her heart, stamp- 
ed the truth, so all the officers beiieved, 
upon the story she told. 

George Wallace resides near Albany, 
Ga., and Rena Mischew lives with her 
brother and sister not far from Wallace's 
plantation. Rena and Wallace were to 
have been married, but there came a 
time whén he wished to throw her off. 
The girl told to her brother a story 
that caused the arrest of Wallace in 
Albany last Saturday. The -ase was com- 
promised by Wallace agreeing tu bring 
the girl to Atlanta and place her in a 
comfortable home. 

The couple arrived in Atlanta Saturday 
night and stopped at the Alvin house. 

Yesterday morning, so the girl states, 
Wallace carried her to a house on Col- 
lins street and left her there, Lelling 
her it was a respectable boarding house. 
There the officer found the girl and sent 
her to the police barracks. Later Wal- 
lace was found and arrested. 

In tears the woman told her story at 
the police barracks. 

“Oh, my God,” she moaned, “what 
must I do? I can’t go back home to my 
brother, for the door is closed agairst 
me. I am alone; the only man I ever 
leved has turned my enemy. He hates 
me and I am lost.” 

The man said he had agreed to pay 
the girl $100 and she had said she was 
willing to live in the kind of house he 
had left her. He stated that her charac- 
ter had never been good, and painted his 
own black picture of the case. 

Rena Mischew is about twenty years 
of age. She is a green country girl with 
a rather pretty face. She was dres sed 
in a pin ktarlatan, a gown that had, 
perhaps, once been her pride when she 
wore it for the admiration of “he lever 
downstairs. A soiled handkerchief was 
crumpled in her hands, wet with the 
tears that had been wrung from her 
breaking heart all through the sleepless 
night.

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RACE PROBLEM DISCUSSED 


Rev. Maxwell Preached Good Sermon 
to Negroes. 


WHAT GOVERNMENT SHOULD DO 


Negroes Should Be Taught To Be 
Just and To Help Themselves, 


the Preacher Said. 


Rev. L. B. Maxwell, colored, field work- 
er for the interdenominational Sunday 
echool committee in the south, preached 
an able sermon to an audience of colored 
citizens that filled every part of the First 
Congregational church last night. There 
were also some white people in the au- 
dience. He spoke on “The Race Question 
from the National Point of View.” His 
test was Judges xviii, 14: “Consider what 
ye thave to do.” 

Rev. Maxwell proved to be a good speak- 
er. His utterances were terse and epi- 
grammatic. One of his sayings that vis!l- 
bly moved the audience to approval was 
on social equality. Sald he: “The ignor- 
ant negro does not care about soclety: the 
intelligent negro ts too sensitive and .@n- 
sible to go where he is not wanted.” 

COntinuing, he declared that the great 
question before the country was the moral 
one. Many things showed that the nation 
is in a bad way. He declared the negro 
question to be netther sectional nor rac. 
jal. He theld that the negro could not be 
let alone without peril to the nation: that 
it would be unfair to disfranchise him, 
and that deportation was impracticable 
and undesirable. 

In concluding his sermon, Rev. Maxwell 
said that while the negro should not be 
made a ward of, there were three things 
the government should do: 

“Fiest, the government should insist on 
a rigid enforcement of the law. We have 
enough laws; what is needed is their en- 
forcement. On this proposition, white and 
black alike can stand. This is the only 
way to put down mob violence. 

“Second, urge on all citizens to deal 
justly with each other. More than this 
the black man dare not ask: less than this 
the white man cannot afford to give. I! 
urge the members of my race to be just 
in all their dealings with other men: an 
act of justice is twice blessed. 

“Third, the government should encour- 
age the negro to help himself. We must 
measuce up to the line. We must progress 
in these three things and in this which is 
the divine order—morals, mind and mus- 
cle,” 

The sermon made a deep impression and 
was enjoyed by the large audience. At 
its close many came forward to shake the 
hand of the speaker, and among these 
were some of the white people present.

preach the gospel to every creature. Dr. 
Magruder also referred to the necessity 
for a unity of belief in order to pre- 
‘sent a solid front against the forces of 
idolatry and itrreligion.

This the vanguard 
of those thundering legions whose meas- 
ured tread has shaken principalities and 
powers and taught the story of the re- 
deemed to unnumbered millions. He is 
the man who believes in the church as the 
instrument of God for the perfection of 
the world, and has faith in the promise 
that the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against her. 

In spite, however, of the miraculous 
achievements of the church of God in 
lifting whole nations as well as individ- 
ual men from barbarism and brutality to 
an appreciable degree of Christian living 
within the limits of the present century, 
there still appear from time to time in 
the periodicals of the civilized world 
charges that foreign missions are fail- 
ures; but a biographical note is never 
appended to the author’s name stating 
that he is incompetent to judge, or, per- 
haps, has never visited the missions he 
“domns with faint praise’ or openly re- 
viles. The Rev. John Liggins in his 
“Value and Suecess of Foreign Missions” 
gives the instance of a well-known Eng- 
lish traveler who stated in one of his 
books that the missionaries at a certain 
place accomplished nothing. The stun- 
ning reply was that the particular station 
referred to could hardly be considered 
entirely useless, as it had been a refuge 
for the native women from the drunken 
attacks of the traveling companions and 
friends of this censor. 

Dr. Oscar Lenz returned to Germany 
from his travels in Africa and announced 
that missions there were failures. His 
statements were cabled to this country, 
and were doubtless publishea throughout 
the civilized world; yet few of the many 
millions who read them were informed 
that Dr. Lenz had not been near any 
mission station,in Africa except a few 
of. the more recently established ones, 
and that he is a man who condemns the 
missionary’s whole objéct in life. Arch- 
deacon Farrar says: “‘To sneer at mis- 
sionaries—a thing so cheap and so easy 
to do—has always been the fashion of 
libertines and cynics and worldings. So 
far from having failed, there is no work 
of God that has received so absolute, so 
unprecedented a blegsing. To talk of 
missionaries as a failure is to talk at 
once like an ignorant and like a faithless 
man.”’

He drew many practical lessons from 
the verses: ‘“‘Every man shall bear his 
own burden; ‘“‘Bear ye one another's 
burdens,’’ and “Cast your burdens up@gm 


the Lord and He will sustain you.’ In 
part he said: 

“When we look into the original 
languages in which these texts 


were written we find that the word ‘bur- 
den’ has different meanings. In the first 
text, the Greek term means ‘load;’ in the 
second, it means ‘weight,’ and in the third, 
the Hebrew words means ‘gift.’ 

“These three texts seem to be contra- 
dictory, but there is really a beautiful 
harmony in these verses, bearing the 
same relation to each other as do the 
bass, alto and tenor in music. 

‘Every man has some burden or load 
to bear which he cannot fling off on 
somebody else, though somé often try to 
get rid of their individual responsibility, 
and merely drift along and do nothing. 
But, do what I may, I cannot shift the 
responsibility for myself any my actions. 
Not only the load of responsibflity, but 
of duty must be borne. We are punished 
in this life for letting opportunities slip 
for doing good and the failure to perform 
duties has often embittered and saddened 
a whole life. 

“There are burdens which we cannot 
roll off on the Savior, for if we could it 
would ruin our individual responsibility. 

“Now let us go the next text: ‘Bear 
ye one another’s burdens.’ This we are 


told is the law of Christ. We are not 
performing our duty unless we are help- 
ine others with their duties. The last 
verse is ‘Cast your ®urdens (or gifts) on 
the Lord.’ You are not to try to carry 
your burdens alone. Undue anxiety and 
worry will crush out our spiritual life. 

“The Lord will sustain us or give us 
grace to bear the weights we are com- 
pelled to carry.”

Mrs. Underwood Is Now Asking for 
a New Trial—Hearing To Take 
Place Tuesday. 


Judge T.umpkin will hear argument on 
the motion of Mrs. Florence Underwood 
in the famous Thurman contest will case 
tomorrow. The case was set for Satur- 
day, but when {ft was ca’fxd the attor- 
neys asRed the court to allow them more 
time In order to make more preparations, 
and the new time was fixed. 

This case Is probably the hardest for ght 
will case in the history of the county, and 
it has a number of Interesting features. 

Dr. F. D. Thurman, who died in 1897, 
Was a very and somewhat ec- 
centric citizen of the city. He owned 
a large amount of real estate, and his 
property, with that of hfs wife, Mrs, 
Mary G. Thurman, the combined 
estate one of the richest Atlanta. Af- 
ter his death a will of Dr. Thurman 
was found, and tin it he had feft the 
greater amount of his estate to his wife 
for life, giving to Mrs. Florence Under- 
wood, his cousin, the estate after the 
death of Mrs. Thurman. 

Mrs. Thurman, when the will came up 
for probate in the ordinary’s court 
notice that she would contest 
its validitv. The contest began before 
Judge Hulsey and continued for some 
time. The court decided the case in favor 
of Mrs. Underwood. 

Mrs.: Thurman's attorneys then carried 
the case to the superior court. The hear- 
ing here consumed several months. Every 
feature of the life of Dr. Thurman was 
told by numerous witnesses and much 
of the same ground was repeated in order 
to have the predominance of evidenca 
brought into the case. 

It was shown that Dr. Thurman was 
a very eccentric person. His widow 
claimed that he was mentally unable 
to make a will bearing hi* wishes regard- 
ing his estate and claimed that the iIn- 
fluence of Mrs. Underwood upon him 
had a great deal to do with the will 

It was shown that Dr. Thurman tried 
to invent a flying machine, perpetual 
motion and numerous other things equal- 
Iv as peculiar. He played dolls, and was 
addicted to queer spells, all leading to the 
conclusion that he was weak minded. 

On the other side his various vagaries 
were shown to be nothing out of the 
extraordinary, but mere pecullaritles. It 
was further testified by witnesses that he 
had a very strong mind regarding bust- 
ness transactions, and was very cir- 
cumspect in making trades, and in all 
other matters regarding finances. 

The case consumed a great deal of time, 
and when the jurv brought In its verdict 
it sustained the contentions of the plain- 
tiff in that the doctor was influenced tn 
making his last testament, and that the 
estate ought to go to Mrs. Thurman in 
fee simple. 

The motion for a new 
made and the termination of it will re- 
sult in the case being taken to the su- 
preme court. The «@cord in the case is 
very voluminous. The trial in the ordl- 
nary’s court required 800 pages of type- 
written matter to record it, while in the 
superior court 1,300 pages contain the tes- 
timony and other portions of the case 
exclusive of the argument.

Many witnesses and other per- 
sons connected with the case have died.

Well-Kuown Engine Constructor Meets 
with Sefleus Accident. 


MAY DIE FROM INJURIES 


Was Working Yesterday at Ice Fac- 
tory on Decatur Street. 


DRAGGED BETWEEN FLY WHEEL ANB WALL 
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Fellow Workmen Heard Him Scream. 
Taken to Hospital—His Mother 
at His Bedside. 


Yesterday afternoon about half-past 3 
o'clock W. R. Hunter, who was super- 
intending the erection of an ensine at 
the ice factory of the Kelley Iea end 
Coal Company, near the corner of Deca- 
tur and Yonge rtreets, was caught be- 
tween the fly wheel and the br'ck wall 
about the engine end was so badly crush- 
ed that he {s not expe ted to live.
